New Gadget 
Saves Steps 

The traditional "leg man train- 
ing cf journalists is being reversed 
at the University and student re- 
porters are "covering" news events 
Without leaving their classrooms. 

Although professors of the Jour- 
nalism Department affirm their 
iaith in the time-honored newspa- 
per tradition o f having beginning

nt has just purchased a gadget 
which saves the time such a prac- 
tice would consume. 

Various types of news events, sue h 
as interviews and speeches, are re- 
corded on a quarter-mcb-wide mag- 
netic sound recording tape and re- 
played to classes in reporting of 
public affairs and radio news Win- 
ing through Die use of a po table 
Valuable time is 
are given an 
to cover certain types of 
, and to learn techniques near- 
ly as good as first-hand 
Dr Niel Plummer. head of the de- 
partment said. 

The apparatus is similar to many 
types ol home recorders now on. the 
market and to wire recorders used 
to a great extent by the news de- 
larger newspapers and 
at the present time. 
It operates on the principle of 
converting voice and other sounds 
into a magnetic pattern on a nar- 
row cellulose tape, coated on one 
side with a metallic substance that 
absorbs the impulses. Play back 
may be made immediately by .simply
